The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
offers programs of support to encourage the Canadian 
research community to establish working contacts 
with scholars outside Canada and to assist in 
disseminating the results of Canadian scholarship out- 
side Canada’s borders. The Council is particularly 
concerned that the work of Canadian scholars become 
better known in areas of the world with which scholar- 
ly contacts have not been deep or extensive. 


Eligibility of Applicants 


vr 


Applicants must be Canadian citizens, except where 
programs specifically provide for assistance to foreign 
nationals. 


Both university faculty and private scholars may ap- 
ply, except where otherwise specified. 


Government employees may not ordinarily apply, 
unless they are able to prove to the Council's satisfac- 
tion that the research activity which they are carrying 
out is not related to and will not interfere with their 
normal duties or professional activities. 


Eligibility of Proposals 


o 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
supports research focused on the study of individual 
human beings and human society and culture, whether 
the work is undertaken within a traditional discipline 
or as an interdisciplinary venture. In general, it con- 
fines its assistance to research in the humanities and 
the social sciences. Research in the natural, biological 
and medical sciences is supported by the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council, and the 
Medical Research Council. 


The eligibility of a proposal is determined on the basis 
of the objective or content of the project rather than 
the institutional affiliation of the applicant. 


The Council recognizes that the boundaries between 
various fields cannot always be clearly drawn. It is 
therefore willing to consider proposals which include 
research components from the natural, biological or 
medical sciences provided the objective of the project 
falls clearly within the realm of the humanities and 
social sciences. The objective rather than the 
methodology of a project is the primary determinant 
of the appropriate source of support. 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
currently accepts applications in the following major 
fields, subject to the limitations listed below.

This list is not exhaustive and is not intended to ex- 
clude other areas of scholarly research in the social 
sciences and humanities which may be considered 
eligible. It is, however, important to note the follow- 
ing restrictions. 


In psychology, the Social Sciences and Humanities Re- 
search Council shares the broad field with the Medical 
Research Council and the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council. The respective areas of 
support of each granting agency are defined in a Tri- 
Council statement which may be obtained on request. 


It is to be noted that one of the fields to which these 
observations apply is educational psychology, a por- 
tion of which falls within the domain of the other two 
granting Councils.

The Council recognizes that education research falls 
clearly within its domain insofar as it is aimed at the 
advancement of knowledge. 


Education is defined to include the history, philosophy 
and sociology of education. 


The Council is prepared to consider not only projects 
of theoretical interest but also those concerned with 
applications and having an exploratory or descriptive 
character. It is emphasized that the Council is, in all 
such cases, concerned to establish that the work under 
consideration is of high quality and that its results 
have broad significance for the field of education re- 
search. It is the responsibility of the applicant to show 


what that significance is expected to be. 


In geography, the Social Sciences and Humanities Re- 
search Council expects that projects closely related to 
the earth sciences will be presented to the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council. 


Research in computer science, mathematics, industrial 
engineering and operations research is supported by 
the Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council. 


Information sciences are supported by either the Natu- 
ral Sciences and Engineering Research Council or the 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council, 
depending on the nature of the research. 


Research on science policy, the history and philosophy 
of science and the sociology of science is supported by 
the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council. 


The Canada Council offers assistance for creative 
writing and for artistic performance and production, 
and through its Explorations Program encourages in- 
vestigation of new forms of cultural expression. 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council, 
on the other hand, supports research on the history 
and philosophy of art and architecture, theatre, music 
and film, as well as scholarly biographies of artists and 
critical studies of their works.

All applications must be made using appropriate 
forms, where applicable, and submitted to the Council 
at this address in duplicate. 


Application forms may be obtained either through the 
research office of a Canadian university or by writing 
direct to the Council. 


The Council normally expects that applications from 
university-based scholars will bear the signature of ap- 
propriate university authorities, and that the univer- 
sities will agree to administer awards on behalf of 
award holders. 


All applications must be presented to the Council by 
the deadlines which appear in the program descrip- 
tions below. Applications bearing a postmark later 
than the deadline will be rejected. 


Persons who believe that, because of exceptional cir- 
cumstances, they will experience difficulty in meeting 
such deadlines should contact Council staff as early as 
possible. 


While applications must be submitted on time, sup- 
plementary documentation may follow within a 
reasonable interval. 


The Council will not consider more than one applica- 
tion to carry out a particular research activity.

The Council will normally submit all applications to 
the judgment of a selection committee of scholars, and 
reach its decisions in accordance with the recommen- 
dations of such a committee. 


Applicants must provide the Council with enough in- 
formation to arrive at an informed decision. Failure to 
provide adequate documentation may be regarded as 
sufficient reason to reject an application. 


All the international programs of the Council are ad- 
ministered as competitions. Owing to its limited 
budget, the Council is usually not in a position to 
award grants to all applicants meeting its criteria of ex- 
cellence. 


Appeals for reconsideration of an individual case can 
be accepted only on the grounds that due process, in a 
strictly administrative sense, was not followed in the 
competition. The academic judgments reached by the 
selection committees, and confirmed by the Council, 
are not subject to appeal. 


Payment of the Award and Reports

Upon receiving notification of a favourable decision, 
grant holders will be expected to return a signed 
Acknowledgement of Award form. The Council will 
then arrange for payment through the Department of 
Supply and Services, either within six weeks, or early 
in the next fiscal year. 


An award may not be used to cover expenses incurred 
before the date on which it was granted. 


The Council as a rule requires that grant holders 
travelling by air while benefiting from one of the pro- 
grams described in this brochure will take reduced-fare 
flights (i.e., APEX or excursion fare). Only in excep- 
tional circumstances will the Council pay the cost of 
economy fare. 


The Council expects to receive, within two months of 
completion of the activities for which a grant was 
awarded, the following reports: 


a. a brief account of the success of the scholarly ac- 
tivity undertaken; 


b. a financial report, clearly indicating the use made 
of the funds awarded. Reports submitted by uni- 
versity scholars will normally bear the signature 
of the recipient and of an authorized university of- 
ficial. Private scholars should keep their receipts 
until the report is approved by the Council. 


This rule does not apply to foreign nationals visiting 
Canada under one of the bilateral exchange 
agreements.

The Council also expects to receive a copy of any 
publication resulting from any scholarly activity 
which has been carried out with its aid. The publica- 
tion should acknowledge the assistance of the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council. 


In interviews with the news and other communications 
media, award holders are requested to acknowledge 
the assistance of the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council.

This program is designed to enable Canadian scholars 
to take part in international meetings of major scholar- 
ly significance and therefore contribute to the ad- 
vancement and dissemination of knowledge in the 
social sciences or the humanities. 


The Council will consider applications for participa- 
tion in both regular international congresses and more 
narrowly focused conferences and seminars. 


The Council limits its awards to conferences which 
take place outside Canada and the United States. In 
this way, the Council intends to derive the greatest 
benefit from a limited budget, in light of the objectives 
stated in paragraph 1. 


It is hoped that, as a greater part of the burden of sup- 
port for intercontinental travel is taken up by this 
Council, universities and other sources of funds will be 
able to provide for the needs of scholars who wish to 
participate in conferences taking place in the United 
States. 


Support for conferences within Canada is provided by 
the program of Grants to Occasional Scholarly Con- 
ferences, administered by the Research Communica- 
tion Division of this Council. 


Applicants must be persons who will play an active 
role in the conference, i.e., by presenting a paper, 
presiding over a session or acting as a discussant. 
Priority will normally be given to applicants who will 
be presenting a paper. 


Applications must be submitted to the Council, in ac- 
cordance with the following schedule of competitions:

Applicants will be expected to state the competition 
for which they wish to be considered. The Council will 
not accept applications to take part in conferences 
which will take place before the date for the announce- 
ment of its decision, nor will it consider any one ap- 
plication in more than one competition.

a. individual training and qualifications; 
b. nature and sponsorship of the conference; 


c. role which the applicant expects to play in the con- 
ference; 


d. copies of correspondence with conference 
organizers confirming the role which the applicant 
is expected to play in the conference; 


e. a brief but substantial abstract or précis of the 
paper which the applicant intends to present (nor- 
mally not longer than two pages); 


f. quotation of the cost of airfare, in line with the 
policy stated in paragraph 29 and an indication of 
the number of days of participation in the con- 
ference. 


While applications should normally be complete, 
material to complete an application may be accepted 
up to six weeks after the deadline. 


Applications will be assessed by a selection committee 
composed of scholars and will be subject to com- 
petitive adjudication. 


The adjudication process will involve evaluating the 
significance of each conference and selecting those ap- 
plicants whose participation will reflect excellent 
Canadian scholarship. 


Grants made under the terms of this program will 
cover the following items of expenditure: 


a. airfare from the airport closest to the applicant's 
residence to the airport closest to the conference 
site, subject to the regulation in paragraph 29; 


b. a subsistence allowance of up to $60 a day for the 
time of participation at the meeting. 


The provisions of paragraph 43 notwithstanding, the 
Council may, at its discretion, make partial awards 
covering only a portion of the expenses normally eligi- 
ble, should it prove necessary to give some assistance 
to a larger number of deserving scholars. Any such 
course of action will be publicly announced well in ad- 
vance of the competition to which it will apply. 


All persons receiving grants under this program will be 
required to report to the Council, as indicated in 
paragraph 30.

This program is intended to allow for Canadian 
representation at the business meetings of interna- 
tional scholarly associations of recognized importance. 


For the purposes of this program, an international 
scholarly association is a society or other group formed 
to promote the pursuit of research and the com- 
munication of research results, and which has a 
substantial membership from at least three countries 
The executive committee of such an association must 
have representatives from no fewer than three countries. 


In determining support for applicants under this pro- 
gram, the Council will consider the following, in order 
of decreasing priority. The Council will support: 


a. Canadian scholars who hold high office on the ex- 
ecutive of international scholarly associations; 


b. Canadian scholars who hold key ad hoc positions 
in international scholarly associations (e.g., as a 
member of the organizing committee of a con- 
gress, or as secretary of a standing committee); 


c. members of the executive of an affiliated Cana- 
dian society, or representatives otherwise 
designated by such a society. 


The Council invites Canadian learned societies af- 
filiated with international associations to make ap- 
plication on behalf of their members by indicating 
their needs over a period of one year. The Council will 
not make commitments covering a period longer than 
one year at a time. 


Applications may be submitted at any time. The 
Council will normally be able to announce its deci- 


sions three months after receiving applications. 


Applications must include the following supporting 
documentation: 


a. information about the nature and structure of the 
international association; 


b. the applicant’s personal résumé; 


c. information about the meeting, including the 
agenda if possible; 


d. correspondence confirming the applicant’s role in 
the association and the meeting.

The Council reserves the right to subject applications 
to independent external assessors and to a selection 
committee. 


In arriving at its decision, the Council will consider the 
following: 


a. level of activity, effectiveness and credibility of 
the international association; 


b. significance of the association’s work for Cana- 
dian scholarship; 


c. importance of establishing or maintaining a Cana- 
dian presence; 


d. the role which the applicant is called upon to play 
in the work of the association. 


Awards made under this program may cover the 
following expenses: 


a. return airfare from the airport nearest the reci- 
pient’s home to the airport nearest the site of the 
meeting (see paragraph 29); 


b. a subsistence allowance of up to $60 a day for the 
time of participation in the meeting. 


The provisions of paragraph 54 notwithstanding, the 
Council may, at its discretion, make partial awards 
covering only a portion of applicants’ expenses, should 
it prove necessary to give some assistance to a larger 
number of deserving scholars. Any such course of ac- 
tion will be announced well in advance. 


In addition, the Council will attempt to guarantee 
Canadian representation in the work of a wide spec- 
trum of international scholarly associations. 
Therefore, the number of awards which may be made 
for participation in any one association in any one 
year will of necessity be limited. At its discretion, the 
Council may limit either the number of persons 
benefiting from the program or the number of 
meetings for which it can offer its support.

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Aid to International Secretariats in Canada

The Council will support a limited number of 
secretariats of international associations during the 
time that such offices are located in Canada. Only ma- 
jor international scholarly associations are eligible. 


To be eligible, organizations must have an established 
secretariat which is or will be located in Canada, at 
least one Canadian senior executive officer, and at 
least one Canadian learned society among its affiliates. 


Grants are intended to help defray general ad- 
ministrative expenses, and will not ordinarily be of- 
fered for a period of time longer than that which 
elapses between two international congresses of the 
association. 


Persons requiring funds for secretariats established 
mainly to organize major international congresses 
should apply under the program of Grants for Interna- 
tional Congresses in Canada. 


Applications must be submitted by October 1. Deci- 
sions will be announced by March 1. 


Application should be made by letter (there is no ap- 
plication form), with the following supporting 
documentation: 


a. information on the history of the international 
association, and on its current activity in pro- 
moting research and _ disseminating research 
results; 


b. names of Canadian learned societies affiliated 
with the international association; 


c. number of Canadian scholars connected with the 
organization, either directly or through affiliated 
societies; 


d. number of Canadian scholars actively involved in 
the association’s work of promoting research and 
disseminating research results; 


e. complete financial statements for the association’s 
last three years of activity; 


f. projection of costs and revenues for the period for 
which support is requested; 


g. detailed budget projection for the first year in 
which support is requested;

h. prospectus of activity planned for the period 
during which the secretariat will be located in 


Canada. 


All applications will be assessed by a selection com- 
mittee of scholars and will be subject to competitive 
adjudication. 


In arriving at a recommendation on applications under 
this program, the selection committee will take the 
following criteria in account: 


a. importance of the association as an agent to pro- 
mote advanced scholarly research and dissemina- 
tion of research results; 


b. importance of the work of the association in ad- 
vancing Canadian scholarship; 


c. demonstrated financial need and an acceptable 
record of financial administration. 


No association will receive more than $15,000 in any 
one year. Such grants being considered as partial con- 
tributions to the functioning of secretariats, the Coun- 
cil reserves the right to award smaller amounts. The 
Council may commit itself to support a secretariat for 
up to three years at a time, subject to the regulation 
outlined in paragraph 60 regarding the total period 
during which a secretariat is eligible. 


Any association that receives such a grant must submit 
a full financial report at the end of its fiscal year. The 
Council's award must be clearly indicated in such a 
statement.

The Council will provide limited assistance to Cana- 
dian scholars organizing periodic congresses in 
Canada of major international scholarly associations. 


For the purposes of this program, a “congress” will be 
defined as a periodic meeting grouping every major 
area of interest covered by an international learned 
society, and providing for a plenary business meeting 
of the members as part of its program. As a rule, such 
a congress will be provided for in the constitution of 
the society, and the decision to hold the congress in a 
particular country will be made either by the executive 
of the society or by a plenary meeting, upon invitation 
by a scholar or institution in that country. 


Associations on behalf of which application is made 
must have as a main objective the furthering of ad- 
vanced scholarly research in a discipline of the social 
sciences or humanities. In addition, such associations 
must enjoy a broad spectrum of international par- 
ticipation. Associations will not normally qualify if 
members are drawn primarily from Canada and the 
United States. 


Applications must be submitted by July 1, with deci- 
sions to be announced early in the following October. 


Interested persons should apply by letter (there is no 
application form), attaching the following supporting 
documentation: 


a. history and current status of the sponsoring 
association including its record as an agent in pro- 
moting research and disseminating research 
results; 


b. constitution of the association; 

c. correspondence confirming official sponsorship of 
the congress, including minutes of the meeting at 
which the invitation of the Canadian host was 


accepted; 


d. scope and objectives of the congress and its likely 
contribution to research; 


e. draft agenda of the congress; 


f. brief bio-bibliographical notes on members of the 
organizing committee;

g. estimate of the numbers of participants in light of 
previous experience; provisional list of par- 
ticipants, where possible, listing principal research 
interests and institutional affiliation; 


h. budget projection, listing anticipated expenses and 
sources of revenue. 


Applications will be assessed by a selection committee 
of scholars, and will be subject to competitive 
adjudication. 


The Council will not award more than $50,000 to any 
one congress, which sum may be made payable over a 
period of three years, the schedule of payment to be 
established in consultation with grant holders. The 
Council may, at its discretion, award smaller sums. 


Grants may be applied to administrative costs of 
organizing such a congress, travel of participants and 
publication of congress proceedings. 


Within two months following the congress, the Coun- 
cil will expect to receive a report on the activities of the 
congress and a detailed financial statement. If the con- 
gress proceedings are published, a copy must be sent to 
the Council.

The Council offers a small number of awards to assist 
Canadian scholars invited to lecture in foreign univer- 
sities, to help disseminate the results of Canadian 
scholarship and to encourage Canadian scholars to 
establish productive research contacts with the inter- 
national scholarly community. 


Applicants may be planning to be involved in courses 
or seminars or to deliver a series of public lectures in 
one or more universities or research institutes, in one 
or more countries. 


To be eligible, applicants must be staying abroad for a 
minimum of one month and a maximum of one year. 


Applications must be submitted to the Council by Oc- 
tober 1, with a decision to be announced by February 1. 


Applications will be assessed by a selection committee 
of scholars, and will be subject to competitive 


adjudication. 


The selection committee will take the following criteria 
into account: 


a. the applicant's record of research and publication; 


b. the specific terms of the invitation from the 
foreign university or universities; 


c. the applicant's own account of the benefit to be 
derived from such a visit. 


Awards will cover return airfare, subject to the regula- 
tion given in paragraph 29. 


Persons receiving such a grant must report to the 
Council as indicated in paragraph 30.

The Council offers a small number of grants to Cana- 
dian universities to allow outstanding foreign scholars 
to visit a Canadian institution for periods of one to 
four months. The program is intended to permit Cana- 
dian scholars to exchange ideas and benefit from the 
expertise of a number of foreign scholars of interna- 
tional reputation. 


Only Canadian universities or affiliated institutions 
may apply for support. 


Only one application per year will be accepted from 
any one university or affiliated institution. 


Applications must be signed by an authorized official 
of the institution involved. If more than one institution 
wishes to invite a given scholar, only one institution 
should apply. The other institutions should provide 
letters confirming the duration and character of the 
proposed stay on each campus. The applicant institu- 
tion will be asked to administer any grant the Council 
may award. 


Inviting institutions are responsible for all ar- 
rangements for scholars’ entry into Canada. 


Invited scholars should be based in a department, in- 
stitute or school which has a clear and substantial 
responsibility for research in the social sciences or 
humanities. 


While visiting scholars may take part in teaching one 
or more specialized courses, the Council will expect 
that their chief contribution to the institutions they are 
visiting will be in the area of research. Host institu- 
tions should therefore set apart a substantial part of 
scholars’ time for consultation with faculty and 
students on current or proposed research. 


All applications must be submitted by October 1, with 
a decision to be announced by February 1. 


Applications will be assessed by a selection committee 
of scholars, and will be subject to competitive 


adjudication. 


The selection committee will take the following criteria 
into account: 


a. the scholarly record of the proposed visitor;

b. the benefit to Canadian scholarship to be expected 
from such a visit; 


c. the amount and character of research under way 
in the host institution in the proposed visitor's 
field of expertise. 


Awards made under this program will cover the 
following expenses: 


a. airfare by the most direct route from the visitor's 
home to the host institution (see paragraph 29); 


b. amonthly stipend of $2,500 for a period of one to 
four months, as approved by the Council, noting 
that the Council may approve a shorter visit than 
requested. 


The Council will bear no further financial or other 
responsibility for scholars on whose behalf awards are 
made. 


Following the visit, the inviting institution must sub- 
mit a report to the Council, under the regulations of 
paragraph 30.

In offering these grants, the Council intends to assist 
Canadian scholars who are collaborating with foreign 
scholars in other countries on research projects of 
mutual interest. 


To be eligible, applicants must be able to demonstrate 
that they are already actively collaborating with 
foreign scholars on a joint research project or pro- 
gram, and to provide details of their plan of work for 
the future. 


This program is meant to serve this specific type of col- 
laboration only, and may not be used for the sole pur- 
pose of establishing new contacts or exchanging infor- 
mation of a general nature. 


Awards are made under this program for two kinds of 
activity: jointly sponsored international seminars held 
outside Canada and consultations outside Canada bet- 
ween Canadian and foreign scholars.

Support is offered to allow teams of Canadian scholars 
to travel to small jointly sponsored seminars, 
workshops or colloquia held outside Canada to 
discuss, coordinate and evaluate cooperation on spe- 
cific research topics or themes. 


It is expected that one Canadian scholar will act as a 
principal organizer who will have a counterpart in the 
country in which the seminar is to take place. 
Established Canadian scholarly associations or institu- 
tions may sponsor such an application. The Council 
expects, however, that applications for seminar sup- 
port will also have a foreign sponsor, whether a learn- 
ed society or institution. 


Scholars who intend to organize such colloquia in 
Canada should apply under the program of Grants for 
Occasional Scholarly Conferences in Canada, ad- 
ministered by the Research Communication Division 
of this Council. 


Applications must be submitted to the Council by Oc- 
tober 1, with a decision to be announced by February 1.

b. information on the nature and structure of the 
meeting, with particular attention to collaborative 
work in progress or planned; 


c. agenda of the meeting, and brief abstracts of 
papers to be presented, where possible; 


d. a budget listing all expenses and sources of 
revenue expected; 


e. correspondence with the foreign sponsor confirm- 
ing concurrence with the aims and arrangements 
outlined above, and indicating the extent of finan- 
cial commitment the sponsor is seeking from 
sources in the country in which the meeting will 
take place. (The Council will expect that such a 
financial commitment will normally be commen- 
surate with the degree of involvement of the 
foreign party). 


Applications will be assessed by a selection committee 
of scholars, and will be subject to competitive 
adjudication. 


The selection committee will take the following criteria 
into account: 


a. character and merit of the collaborative work in 
progress and projected; 


b. research record of principal participants.

A limited number of grants are offered to permit Cana- 
dian scholars to travel abroad to consult with foreign 
colleagues on joint research projects in progress or 
planned for the near future. 


Applications must be submitted to the Council by Oc- 
tober 1, with decisions to be announced by February 1. 


Applicants must describe the rationale for the col- 
laboration in terms of its contribution to their own re- 
search, and provide detailed information on the 
nature, purpose and duration of the proposed con- 
sultation. A schedule of the collaborative research pro- 
ject should be provided, along with corrrespondence 
confirming the fact that the applicant's foreign col- 
laborator(s) are prepared to work with the applicant in 
the period for which the consultation is proposed. 


Applications will be assessed by a selection committee 
of scholars, and will be subject to competitive 
adjudication.

The Council has signed bilateral exchange agreements 
with academies and research organizations in five 
countries: France, Japan, Hungary, the People’s 
Republic of China and the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics. 


The procedure followed in all of these agreements is 
much the same: each party in the agreement selects 
and nominates scholars from its own country to carry 
out visits in the other country. The other party ap- 
proves the nominations and makes arrangements for 
visits of the other party’s nominees. 


Benefits offered to participants are also similar: the 
sending party bears the cost of international travel, 
while the receiving party provides assistance for living 
costs of participants and takes care of local travel. 


Participants are expected to have a source of income 
other than the living allowance provided by the host 
country, and the host country will not be responsible 
for any expenses other than those specifically provided 
for in the agreement. 


The direct costs of research are not included in these 
programs; Canadian scholars should apply to other 
Council programs for such support. 


Applications under any of these exchange programs 
should be submitted to the Council by October 1. 
Decisions may be expected by January 1. The Council 
will usually expect to receive confirmation of its 
nominations by the end of March. 


A common application form is used for all these pro- 
grams. Applicants are expected to indicate the pro- 
gram for which they wish to be considered. 


Applications will be assessed by a selection committee 
of scholars, and will be subject to competitive 


adjudication.
